We mourn the loss of Istvan Barta, who died 
after along illness. He was a member of our Ad- 
visory Board from 1963. 


Istvan Barta's contributions as an Advisory 
Board Member of HISTORICAL ABSTRACTS can- 
not be overemphasized. He greatly expanded the 
Hungarian coverage of HISTORICAL ABSTRACTS 
by assisting in the abstracting of such prominent 
journals as: Agrartorteneti Szemle, Hadtértenélmi 


Kézlemenyek, Parttorteneti Kézlemenyek, and 
Toértenélmi Szemle. 


It is not only for Istvan Barta's contributions 
to HISTORICAL ABSTRACTS that we so greatly 
feel his loss, but particularly for his major work 
as ahistorian. The following obituary was written 
by Kalman Benda, a colleague of Dr. Barta's at the 
Institute of Historical Research of the Hungarian 
Academy of Sciences: 


Istvan Barta was born in Szentes, Hungary, 
and was educated in Szeged and Budapest. He 
graduated with a diploma in arts and sciences 


to publish the complete works of Lajos Kossuth. 
From that point his research activities were con- 
centrated on the history of Hungary in the 19th 
century. In conjunction with the Hungarian His- 
torical Society he published Lajos Kossuth's works 
and writings in 11 volumes. This enormous work 
is characterized by an all-embracing collection 

of materials, a scrupulous fidelity in the reproduc- 
tion of the texts, and a careful commentary by the 
author. From his many essays light is thrown not 
only on the activities of Kossuth, but also on the 
history of the Hungarian revolution and war of in- 
dependence of 1848-49, the evolvement of the Hun- 
garian reform movement prior to that time, and 
the role of some prominent figures of the period. 


Among Istvan Barta's best-known works are:
